Whether he is bottle-fed ar 
breast-fed, your young infant will 
gulp a lot of air along with the 
milk.

Says Shortage 


Developing Fast 


Chemist Urging 
School Teachers 
Become 'Salesmen' 


A lack of students studying for 
and entering into the field of sci­ 
ence has been emphasized in Pick-1 
away County and Circleville schools 
on many occasions. 
Time 
and 
again, 
announce- j 
meats have been made encourag­ 
ing students to enter this field 
of study. The shortage of engi­ 
neers and scientists is evident 
by the large 
starting 
salaries 
awaiting graduates from engi­ 
neering schools. 
Samuel 
Lenhcr, 
vice-president 
and adviser on research of one of 
the largest chemical firms in the 
United States, has said 
that 
“a 
vast increase in the number of boys 
and girls getting a scientific edu­ 
cation is essential for the future 
welfare of the American people.” j 
He urged teachers to be 
“sales­ 
men for science.” 
Lenher pointed out that since the 
turn of the century, technology not 
only has changed the nature of our 
work, but the nature of our work 
force. Some knowledge of science, 
he said, will be required of almost 
everyone who takes a useful place 
in tomorrow’s industry, or even in 
the running of a home. 
* 
$ 
* 
JIE STRESSED that the pace of 
technology 
is 
accelerating, 
not 
only because “each breach in the 
scientific frontier suggests new ave­ 
nues for exploration,” but because 
new tools developed in the last 
quarter-century, such as the elec­ 
tronic computer, have speeded up 
research. 
The speaker said that a much 
larger “elite corps” of graduate 
scientists wrill be needed to insure 
continued 
improvement 
of 
our 
standard of living in the face of 
an expanding population and deple­ 
tion of our natural resources. 
“The future is in the hands of 
men and women who have sci­ 
entific knowledge and training,” 
be said. 
Technology 
itself 
has 
largely 
created the problem because 
the 
more it advances 
modern 
living 
and national defense the greater is 
the need for skilled men and wom­ 
en to keep up the pace, he explain­ 
ed. There 
is 
not only 
a 
grace 
shortage in the number of scien­ 
tists and engineers, but for every­ 
day living and every-day jobs peo­ 
ple need at least some education 
in science. 
“ The day of common labor is 
com ing to a close,” Lenher said, 
“To m eet the requirements of im ­ 
proved 
technology, the 
common 
laborer is becoming skilled, 
and 
the skilled worker is becoming a 
technician. This is upgrading rather 
than retrogression, and the increas­ 
ing use of minds rather than mus­ 
cles 
has 
been 
reflected 
in 
the 
sharp clim b of wages and salaries. 
We are all better off. 
“ It is obvious that while 
we 


will continue to need an elite corps 
of scientists to devise the technol- j 
ogy which accounts for industrial 
progress, we also will need people 
with enough scientific education to 
understand how to operate the new 
machines and processes,” Lenher 


added. 
“Our industrial revolution didn’t 
end with the coming of mass pro- 
j duetion. It is gathering speed like 
a truck rolling down hill,” he said, 
; speaking of the growth of scientific 
knowledge and the flow of new de­ 
vices created for ever-broader re­ 
search. “ As industrial technology 
becomes increasingly complex at 
an 
increasingly faster rate,” 
a 
great many more scientists will be 
needed to carry on the work. 
“ I can think of nothing more 
important to the future of 
our 
country than a vastly increased 
participation of our young peo­ 
ple in scientific education,” Len­ 
her declared. He cited 
reports 
that the nation needs twice the 
present output 
of 
45,000 
engi­
